e 2006
— Option offered to all private households
— Take-up rate: 18%
e 2011

— Option offered to all private households + push for Internet response in
some mail-out areas

— Take-up rate: 54%
e 2016

— Option offered to all private households + push for Internet response in
the entire mail-out area

— Expected take-up rate: 65%

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Failed Edit Follow-up (FEFU)

* a process by which responding dwellings are
re-contacted to follow up on item non
response, contradictions (content) or
ambiguity regarding the residents of the
dwelling (coverage).
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Reducing Field Follow-up

 EQ functionality reduces the potential scope
of FEFU operations in 2016, compared with
2011 & 2006:

— built-in edits reduce item nonresponse

* Edits for all fields except postal code; more precise
edits in 2016

— Additional coverage questions resolve cases
that formerly went to FEFU

— EQ designed for more devices (PCs & mobiles)
